Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner has fully considered applicant's 
arguments but they are not compelling. It is examiners position that given a careful reading the claims as written do not distinguish over 
the prior art of record. Applicant's representative specifically argues that the reservoirs of the Santini patent (US 6.123.861) could not 
disclose or teach having a sensor located in the reservoir. It is examiners position that the sensor could be located in the reservoir. It is 
not argued that the biosensors of Santini could be integrated into the microchip. It is examiners position that as described in columns 8-1 1 
the biosensor is part of a release system. As discribed in example 3 and 4 of Santini (at column 19 and shown in figures 4-6) the release 
system can be within reservoirs of each row. (column 1 9 line 32) Further this sensor would be capable of all functional, operational, 
spatial and structural limitations as currently written in the claims. Therefore the standing rejections are proper and maintained. 
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
